Closed For Several Months, 


New Navy Point Club Will _ 
Open Tuesday, Nov. 21; To 


Serve as Amusement Center 


Hunter’s Point will get 


a club as spacious, elaborate 


and completely equipped as any metropolitan enterprise of 
its kind, when the new Navy Point Club opens Tuesday, 


Nov. 21. 
After weeks of feverish 


activity with a corps of car- 


penters, painters and decorators, the former Navy Point 
Recreation Building has been converted into the new club. 
Jn addition to this building, an annex of 1,000 square feet, 


has been added to provide roo 
ities. 

The new club will have a soda 
fountain, candy store, magazine 
store, a lounge and a clubroom, 
where all types of refreshments, 
including beer, will: be served. In 
addition there will be a billiard 
room where eight new regulation 
Brunswick tables have been in- 
stalled. Facilities for music, games 
and other forms of entertainment 
have been provided. A rental li- 
brary will be installed and an 
exchange to handle many articles, 
especially for the convenience of 
dormitory residents, will be pro- 
vided. . 

The enterprise is the handiwork 
of the go-getting Julian Harvey, 
veteran showman, who has spent 
upwards of $15,000 in remodeling 
and equipping the place. ; 

“Wyverything is new and will be 
just like a trip down town,” said 
Mr. Harvey. “In addition to a com- 
plete soda fountain, serving de 
luxe fountain dishes, lunch and 
sandwich counters will cater to 
the hungry ones. There is one 
large room where the whole fam- 
ily can come for pleasure and a 
lounge for the adults as well as 
a game room for billiards.” 

The club is said to be the most 
elaborate of any located on a 
Government housing project. 

The opening time has been set 
for 4 p.m. Tuesday, and contem- 
plated hours of operation will be 
from 12 noon to midnight. A staff 
of 16 has been employed to cater 
to the needs of Hunter’s Point 
residents. 

Mr. Harvey is backed by a quar- 
ter of a century experience in the 
amusement business, during’ which 
time he has built and operated 
theatres, bowling alleys, restau- 
rants and other amusement enter- 
prises in various parts of the 
country. 

At present he is owner and gen- 
eral manager of the Harvey En- 
terprises, 291 Golden Gate ave- 
nue, and operates a_ restaurant 
and a large bowling alley in San 
Jose.

CONSTRUCTION STARTS 
ON NEW GYMNASIUM 


Concrete foundations are now be- 
ing poured for the new $60,000 gym- 
nasium on the site of the former 
Army post between Ridge Point and 
Navy Point. 

Designed to meet the athletic 
needs of thousands of Pointers, the 
new structure will be speedily erec- 
ted and is due to be completed in 
January. 


The gym will be 130 by 100 feet, 
providing a large hardwood 
floor for basketball games, badmin- 
ton, volley ball and indoor base- 
ball. Other features to be included 
are locker rooms for men and wo- 
men, showers, a director’s office 
and equipment storage rooms. 

Surrounding the multi-purpose 
courts will be bleachers from which

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EDITORIAL 


_ Home is but a memory. 

For millions of people, all over 
the world, this ig true today. 

It’s true for the 19-year-old kid 
who's so tired he’s forgotten fear 
-as he throws hand grenades at 
Japs. — 

It’s true for the thin-haired man 
who pulls from his grubby uniform 
“pocket a picture of his wife and 
baby to show to the soldier next to 
him after they've slushed through 
another day of mud and rain 
toward the Rhineland. 


* It’s true for the Frenchmen, 
Greeks, Belgians, Poles and all the 
other peoples who dare in secret 
only to think of days before the 
leaden pound of German troopers 
resounded in their countries, their 
villages, their homes. 


Home is but a memory. But it’s 
a promise too. It’s a promise that 
we at Hunter’s Point must renew 
this Thanksgiving Day. 

Take a look around you, at the 
house you're living in. 

It’s not home, you say. It’s not 
the town where we were born, not 
the cozy place we left months ago 
to come West. 

It’s just somewhere, you say, to 
‘sleep and eat. : 

Take another look. 

. It’s somewhere you can sleep and 
eat, yes—but in peace. 

It’s where you and your wife and 
children can be together, where you 
can say what you like, read what 
_you/like, write what you like, pray 
“as you like.” 

This is home. It’s you and those 
of your family who aren’t over- 
Seas all together, laughing, worry- 
ing, crying—but together. 

' This is home—and it’s what we’re 
Saving for that kid, for that lonely 
father and husband with the guns 
in their hands, this November 23. 

But don’t forget there’s one type 
of home none of us will ever have 
to remember. It’s the type described 
by one elderly German poet and 
philosopher when the Nazis con- 
fiseated his home in 1933, destroyed 
his library and writings. 

In an open letter to the new oc- 
cupant, he says: 

“Dear sir: I do not know your 
name or how you came into posses- 
Sion of my house. I only know that 


_ two years ago the police of the 


Third Reich seized all my property, 
personal and real, handed it over 
to the stock company formed by 
the Reich for the confiscation of 
the properties of political adver-, 
Saries. 

-“How do you like my house, Herr 
“X? Do you find it pleasant to live 
in? Did the silver-gray carpets in 
the upper rooms come to grief 
while the S.A. men were looting? 
Those carpets are very delicate, and 
ted is a strong color, hard to eradi- 
cate. The rubber tiling in the hall- 
ways was also not primarily design- 
ed with the boots of the S.A. men 
in mind. 

“I wonder to what use you have 
put the two rooms which formerly 
contained my library? I have been 
told, Herr. X, that books are not 

_ very popular in the Reich in which 
you live and whoever shows in- 
terest in them ig likely to get into 
difficulties. I, for instance, read 
the Fuehrer’s book and guilelessly 
remarked that his 140,000 words 
were 140,000 offenses against the 
Spirit of the German language. The 
result of this remark is that you 
are now living in my house..... id 

You, you who have built Hunt- 
er’s Point, read this and be thank- 

. ful.

Turkey Dinner One of Nice © 


Things About yout Thanksgiving 


Perhaps, more than at any other 
occasion, Thanksgiving dinners re- 
main much the same from year to 
year according to the family tra- 
ditions, and we think that is one 
of the very nice things about 
Thanksgiving. 

In thinking about Thanksgiving 
dinner, one always visualizes the 
crisp brown turkey bulging with 
stuffing, the cranberry sauce, de- 
licious whipped potatoes with 
plenty of brown gravy, creamed 
onions, spicy pumpkin pies and 
maybe a mince pie, too, and one 
remembers the wonderful aroma of 
the kitchen, the temptation to taste 
here and there, and most of all, that 


Supreme moment when the turkey 


is placed on the table before father, 
all golden brown and a ‘sight beau- 
tiful to behold. 

Perhaps your family traditions 
differ somewhat, depending on your 
native section of the country, but 


you will want to carry on with them | 


this year, and you will want to dec- 
orate your table, too. 


A clever table decoration, and a 
very humorous one, is -@ “turkey 
made from a large-yellow crook- 
neck squash. At the end of the-neck 
of the squash where the. head ought 
to be, you add red wattles made 
from strips of pimento and stuck 
on with toothpicks. Make them long 
and gobbly. Then cut another piece 
of pimento to resemble-a comb and 
add it to the top of the head. 


A whole clove or cranberry ‘push- 
ed in a little hole at each side of 
the head makes eyes. Then from 
the turkey you cook add the‘ wings 
at each side of the body, or if you 
have no wings from your turkey, 
very frilly ones can be-made from 
parsley with a tail of carrot tops. 
It’s great fun. 


A horn of plenty is always good, 
too, on a Thanksgiving table. One 
can be made of cardboard cone 
rolled up like a cornucopia, cover- 
ed with yellow or gold paper. Ar- 
range it on the center of the table 
tumbling its lavish supply of bright 
vegetables, fruits and nuts out over 
the table. ‘ 

Another suggestion is an ar- 
arrangement of autumn leaves, and 
although our California autumn 
leaves are not as brightly colored 
as they are in the Hast, oak, or even 
eucalyptus leaves with the pods are 
lovely as a Thanksgiving motif 
when tastefully arranged, 

Or, one can provide a very 
charming centerpiece by grouping 
a variety of small gourds,, squash, 
fruit, and some green and. tiny 
leaves in the center of the table. 

Our editor has come forth with 
the recipe for her favorite turkey 
stuffing, and it is really good! 

And the editor doesn’t make like 
“Fancy Pants” and call it dressing 
either. Because what goes inside a 
turkey was called STUFFING by 
our foremothers and stuffing it is. 


The Editors Favorite 
Turkey Stuffing 


For a 12 to 14 pound turkey, use 
2 small loaves of white bread 
toasted slowly in a slow oven to the 
Melba stage. Chop bread finely. Al- 
so chop 1 cup celery, 1 cup of dry 


onions, and 1 medium size can of. 


pimentos. Salt and pepper to taste 
and pour over mixed ingredients 
1/4 pound of melted butter—better 
make it margarine this year! 

This is a dry stuffing, but some 
like it wet. It is a good idea to 
make both kinds. Put one kind in 
breast opening and the other in 
the middle. Then every member of 
the family will have his choice.

1—Graduation from an accredit- 
ed high school; or 

2—Completion of 10 grades ‘of 
school with 1 or more years of 
clerical experience; or 

3—Pass standard clerical test. 

Classes are held daily at the typ- 
ist school, 750 Eddy. street, five days 
a week, from 8:30 a. m. to 3:30 
p. m. Saturday is spent in the 
Yard, doing active production work. 
The salary while leanring to type 
is 60 cents an hour, or $24.30 a 
week—$103 a month. 


A‘typing test must be passed be-| 


fore graduation. If the test is pass- 
ed before the usual six or seven 
weeks, asSignment may be given 
immediately—at a rate of $146 a 
month. 

English and spelling are given 
intermittently throughout each day 
to break the monotony of contin- 
uous typing. 

For persons between 16 and 18 
years of age, the class will be giv- 
en at 1950 Mission street. The hours 
and salary will be the same. 

After completion of this school- 
ing, all will be assigned to full- 
time 48-hours a week typist posi- 
tions at Hunter’s Point. Usual Civil 
Service benefits will accrue.
